Anonymous Donors Aid Marion Campaign 

Today the symbol and seed of the strong commu- 
nity of Marion is in need of substantial restoration. The 
Bell Tower of the Captain's Marion Meeting House, also 
known as the First Congregational Church, is in dire need 
of historic restoration in order to stabilize the structure. 

An active group of congregants have embraced 
the mission of restoring this historical landmark for the 
inspiration of future generations. They have worked to 
honor the history of the church and its related historic 
properties to place them on the National Register of 
Historic Places. Now they have researched and planned a 
capital campaign to address the serious structural work 
that is urgently required for this landmark to stand safely 
and grandly at the center of Marion. 

Restoration of the Captain's Meeting house will 
require $500,000 of funding in order to stabilize the Bell 
Tower and restore the interior ceiling. In addition, this 
sum will begin an endowment to fund an annual deferred 
maintenance budget to help prevent critical disrepair

from threatening this historic monument in the future. 

The Capital Campaign, titled "Preserving 
Marion's Traditions," was officially launched on Sunday, 
December 14, 2003. To the committee's great surprise and 
appreciation, two very generous anonymous donations 
have already been made. The first donation in the amount 
of $10,000 is earmarked for the restoration project itself. 
The second donation of $5,000 is committed to fund the 
Capital Campaign Dinner scheduled for Saturday, March 
6, 2004 at Lillard Hall in Tabor Academy. 

These donations epitomize the history of philan- 
thropy that is the cornerstone of the development of the 
Town of Marion. The Captain's Marion Meeting House 
was originally built through the generosity of ten ship's 
captains who each gave $1,000 to build the church. Some 
think that the donations from the ten captains may have 
later inspired the great philanthropy of Elizabeth Taber 
who donated funds for the Marion Town House, the 
Elizabeth Taber Library, Tabor Academy, and the Marion 
Music Hall (also recently renovated with an anonymous 
gift). 

The "Preserving Marion's Traditions" Campaign 
for the restoration of the Captain's Marion Meeting House 
would like to express their sincere appreciation for the 
anonymous donations made at such an early stage in the 
campaign. The church community is strong of heart but 
small in numbers and has modest means. They operate 
on an annual budget that is raised annually and is no way 
subsidized by a higher church organization. Therefore, 
the committee must widen the opportunity to support the 
historic preservation of an important architectural and 
historic landmark.

with the Sweeneys on a project that we think is going to 
be great for the town," Mr. Richardson said. "We are 
blessed with a group that really understands the project 
and understands what we want in this town. Because the 
project is significantly different from what was (previ- 
ously) proposed, I've asked them to make a presentation." 

"I've been in the architectural business for going 
on 40 years and I've built a lot of Cape-style buildings," 
Mr Sweeney said. "(We're proposing) a two-story build- 
ing, with about 6500 feet of (retail) space on the first level. 
What we'd like to do is continue the ice cream shop in the 
front part of the building ... and maybe five other shops. 
We're not talking about a big development here, we're 
talking small shops — and above that, four two-bedroom 
apartments. Two of the apartments will be rented as 
affordable (housing)." 

Behind that structure, Mr. Sweeney said they are 
also proposing the construction of two townhouse-style 
buildings with two units each which will be sold outright 
and earmarked for senior housing. 

"We've got a nice mix here all around," Mr. 
Sweeney said. 

"If you buy into the concept, the next move is to 
begin the Local Initiative Program (LIP) to put affordable 
housing in the town," Mr Richardson said. 

"I think it's unbelievable," Chairman Jeffrey said. 
"It's very different from the initial proposal. I think it 
shows what can be done when people work together I'm 
very impressed." 

"Among our key areas of concern were density," 
Mr Richardson added. "In most of Marion we've got two- 
acre zoning. Here you've got a quarter-acre and you're 
going to put several units on it. We're proposing to limit it 
to eight units. Another concern is green space ... we're 
looking at 30 percent. Thirdly, parking was an issue. The

parking in there now does the job (but) we have worked 
out an arrangement where we can (also) park in the back 
of the Sippican Cafe." 

"What we're asking is to waive density and 
mixed use (requirements)," said Terry Lee of the Housing 
Task Force. "We have complied to everything else accord- 
ing to site plan review (with the Planning Board)." 

"The bottom line is I can't think of anything we 
can do in this town to set the bar as high (or) put the 
model in the right place," agreed A. Lee Hayes. "We had a 
vision for Route 6 that was not Fairhaven and not 
Wareham. The whole idea lay dormant for five years and 
the Planning Board picked up the ball ... and here's the 
first new real (project) that we can talk about. I think it's a 
great start for us." 

"It doesn't always work, but this proves it can 
work," Selectman Bryant said. "This is the way towns 
should be working with developers." 

With that, the board voted to endorse the pro- 
posed project as presented by the Sweeneys and the 
Marion Housing Task Force. 

The board next considered two requests for water 
bill abatements, the first from Stanley S. Russo of Pine Hill 
Lane and the second from Alan and Linda Solomon of 
Spinnaker Lane. In keeping with past practice, the board 
was reluctant to approve either request. 

"I can't see going against the precedents we've set 
in the past," Selectman Bryant said. "This is a hard lesson 
learned ... if there's a leak running all summer long, the 
water passed through the meter."

allowing package stores to open on Sundays as per a 
change in state law. "There isn't pressure on us right 
now," Ms. Enroth-Whitlock said. "The first step is to get 
the comments." 

Chairman Jeffrey discussed a recent meeting with 
representatives from the Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) as to the status of the Marion Landfill. 

"We got notification from DEP asking if we were 
making progress on closing the transfer station," Chair- 
man Jeffrey said. "We informed DEP that next week we're 
going to meet with the Carver/Marion/Wareham Re- 
gional Refuse District and we're going to discuss moving 
the transfer station expeditiously. There may be a possibil- 
ity of providing a temporary site. We told them we made 
the decision to go with urban soil only ... to close and cap 
the landfill."

what the district will encompass." 

"They're talking about putting a substantial 
treatment facility down on Wolf Island Road," Mr 
Himtoon added. "Those are the things they have to 
decide. Mattapoisett has five wells ... that need to be 
treated. Mattapoisett right now does not have a (water) 
problem — Marion has a problem." 

Selectman Nunes said he will keep the board 
updated as to the progress made at a meeting planned for 
later in the week. 

The board then briefly discussed the upcoming 
budget review process for Fiscal Year 2005, and Mr. 
Himtoon noted that all departments imder the purview of 
the Board of Selectmen should first meet with the Select- 
men before going before the Finance Committee (FinCom) 
to submit their budget requests. 

Selectman Nunes said some department heads 
expressed concerns over how the budget process was 
previously handled and the FinCom's denial of requested 
funding without being given the opportunity to modify 
figures or submit a revised budget request. 

"You explain to them what you need the money 
for and sometimes it doesn't get through," Chairman 
Parker said. 

"My goal would be to present the budget on 
Town Meeting floor that we've all agreed to," Selectman 
Laboa said. "If it's not in the budget, then we didn't 
recommend it."

"We've had a discussion in the past about the 
(budget) process and one of the key things we talked 
about was the departments having sufficient time to come 
back after their budget (requests) have been modified,"

like people to have the opportunity to go through and 
challenge the budget (recommendations) ... but I'm open 
to suggestions as to how we can improve the process." 

As an example, FinCom member Shirley Bourque 
said the Board of Assessors took the opportunity during 
last year's budget process to modify their budget recom- 
mendation, even though they only had a "small window" 
of opportunity before the final budget had to be finalized 
for Town Meeting. 

"The majority of the people who have to put these 
budgets together have been doing this for numerous 
years," said FinCom member Michael Bare. "They know 
the schedule, they know when the budget process starts, 
they know things are going to be tight. There's nothing 
precluding them from coming before us earlier." 

"Department heads, as far as I'm concerned, need 
to look at what they think is necessary," Selectman Laboa 
said. "I don't want department heads to think there's 
nothing they can't put forward that's reasonable. I just 
want everyone to know 'this is the target date when it 
needs to get done.' And we want to do whatever we can 
to help the process, too." 

When asked if they could expect any surprises 
from this year's budget. Selectman Laboa mentioned the 
proposed Memorial School project, the possibility of 
funding a modular building adjacent to Town Hall to 
relieve space constraints, along with an expected budget 
shortfall this year for Special Education at Memorial 
School — estimated to be an5rwhere from $50,000 to 
$80,000, according to Mr. Costa. 

"I think the most important thing is to get your 
budgets ready for us as soon as possible," Mr. Costa 
stressed. "It would be ideal if we had a 30-day comment 
period before going to Town Meeting." 

There being no further matters to discuss in Open 
Session, the board unanimously voted to go into Execu-

21 Grams. Starring Sean Penn, Benicio Del Toro, and 
Naomi Watts. Directed by Alejandro Gonzalez 
Inarritu. Running time: 125 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

As we enter the fifth year of the "aughts," I still haven't 
seen a film this decade as electrifying and forceful as Amores 
Perms, the 2000 debut feature by the Mexican wizard 
Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu. His new one, 21 Grams, carries 
both the excitement and the self-defeat of a young film- 
maker convinced that he can do anything. It's a brilliant 
failure — a structural experiment that dazzles in individual 
pieces but utterly lacks any overriding, accumulating emo- 
tional power. I'm very glad that I saw it and that it was made, 
and I never want to see Gonzalez Ifiarritu do it again. 

21 Grams tells a rather simple story, or trio of stories, 
which, like the tales in Amores Perros, are unified by a 
vehicular tragedy. Jack Jordan (Benicio Del Toro) is an ex- 
convict who has given it over to Jesus; he credits his Savior 
with everything from his clean new life to the big truck he 
drives. One night, driving this truck. Jack cuts a corner too 
fast and kills a man and his two daughters, leaving behind 
a grief-stricken widow, Cristina Peck (Naomi Watts), a 
recovering drug addict who has flung herself into her family 
as avidly as Jack has into religion. Cristina makes the hard 
decision to allow her husband's heart to be donated to Paul 
Rivers (Sean Penn), an ailing math professor who desper- 
ately needs it. 

The fatal problem with 21 Grams is that the story is 
largely given to us in shuffled pieces; the chronology is 
splintered and all over the map. Hardly any scenes proceed 
from each other; Gonzalez Ifiarritu and his writer, Guillermo 
Arriaga, are too busy hopping around in time. Now Cristina 




has a family, now she doesn't, now she does again. Now 
Paul is dying, now he has a new heart and a new lease on life, 
now he's dying again. Now Paul has long hair and a job, now 
he's in jail, now he's got short hair and a job, now he's in jail 
again. Eventually, somewhere in the second hour, the movie 
does become somewhat more linear, but the damage is 
done. The structure simply doesn't let any of the characters 
build an arc of growth or despair; aside from being confus- 
ing, the narrative locks us out. 

Gonzalez Ifiarritu does pull off some overwhelming 
moments, with the help of an eager cast (also including 
Charlotte Gainsbourg as Paul's estranged wife and Melissa 
Leo as Jack's slightly frightened wife). Del Toro's Jack burns 
with shame and religious conviction — either way he's 
burning, and Del Toro lets you see how tenuous Jack's pious 
restraint on his inner animal sometimes is. Penn's Paul is a 
quiet, intellectual type, of the sort Penn doesn't often play, 
who gets caught up in the passion of looking for the former 
owner of his heart. Watts shines brightest as the despairing 
Cristina, decaying before our eyes, a lost soul redeemed by 
family and then removed from it. 21 Grams is powerfully 
acted and, scene for scene, well-directed, but I can't say it's 
well-put-together. Nor can I say the movie's baffling scheme 
is lazy or pointless; it has clearly been structured this way for 
a reason, but nothing in the film will tell you why.

Article S 16: Amend the Town of Marion By-laws, Article XXVIII, Water Use Restrictions. Section 
5 (a), " Odd/Even Day Outdoor Watering" , by deleting the current wording and inserting in its 
place, "Outdoor Watering is permitted only on certain days of the week to be specified in the 
declaration of a State of Water Supply Conservation and public notice thereof". 

Article 8 18: Amend the Town of Marion Zoning By-law, section 8.12, "Inclusionary Housing", as 
enacted by the Special Town Meeting on April 29, 2003 and approved by the Attorney General on 
August 15, 2003, by adding the following language as the last sentence at the end of paragraph 
12(a): 

"The fee in lieu of construction of affordable units shall be reviewed annually by the board 
of Selectmen on or before July 1 and adjusted to reflect the current cost of construction an 
affordable dwelling unit."

Article S 20: Amend the Zoning By-law by deleting in its entirety Section 
9.10 and substituting the following therefore: 

9.10 Procedures and Decision 

1 . Uses As of Right 

For uses "as of right" the Planning Board shall provide notice of 
its decision on major and minor site plans to the applicant within sixty 
(60) days of its receipt of the application. That period may be extended 
by written request of the applicant. The decision of the Planning Board 
shall be based on a majority of those present and shall be in writing. 
The Building Commissioner shall not issue a building permit without the 
written approval of the site plan by the Planning Board unless sixty 
(60) days have elapsed from the date of the submittal of the site plan 
without action taken by the Planning Board. 

2 . Uses Available by Special Permit 
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For special permits the Planning Board shall provide notice of its 
decision to the special permit granting authority within forty-five (45) 
days of its receipt of the application. That period may be extended by 
written request of the applicant. The decision of the Planning Board 
shall be based on a majority of those present and shall be in writing. 
The Building Commissioner shall not issue a building permit without the 
written approval of the site plan by the Planning Board unless forty- 
five (45) days have elapsed from the date of the submittal of the site 
plan without action taken by the Planning Board; however no site plan 
review shall be required for single family or two family uses. Where the 
Planning Board approves a site plan with conditions, and amendments is 
subject to a special permit, the conditions imposed by the Planning 
Board shall be incorporated into the issuance, if any, of a special 
permit by said granting authority. 

3 . Decision 

The Planning Board may make the following determinations with 
regard to a site plan: 

a. The Planning Board shall approve an application if it finds 
that the proposed development is in conformance with this bylaw, 
after considering whether the proposed plan will comply, to the 
extent feasible, with the standards set forth in section 9.4. In 
granting approval of an application, the Planning Board may impose 
conditions, limitations and safeguards that shall be in writing 
and shall be a part of the approval; or 

b. The Planning Board may reject a site plan for the reasons 
set forth in section 9.3. 

In the event the Planning Board approves a site plan application 
under these provisions, any construction, reconstruction, substantial 
exterior alteration, or addition shall be built or altered in conformity 
with any conditions, modifications and restrictions the board shall have 
made in its findings and determination and as set forth in the 
application and site plan. 

No permit, or any extension, modification, or renewal thereof 
issued pursuant to this section shall take effect until the town clerk 
certifies that twenty (20) days have elapsed and no appeal has been 
filed, or that such appeal has been dismissed or denied. 

4 . Minor Changes to Approved Plan 

Minor changes to the approved site plan may be submitted to the 
Building Commissioner for approval. All requests for minor changes 
shall, within one (1) business day of receipt, be referred to the 
Planning Board and at its next regular meeting shall evaluate the 
proposed changes against its previous findings to determine if it is 
major or minor. The Planning Board shall advise the building 
Commissioner of its decision within two (2) business days of that 
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meeting. If the change is determined to be minor by the Planning Board, 
the Building Commissioner is authorized to either approve or to 
disapprove the change. If the change is determined to be major by the 
Planning Board , resubmission of an application for Site Plan Review and 
Approval under Section 9 shall be required. 

5. Duration 

The approval of a site plan application, or modification or 
amendment thereof, shall remain effective for a period of two (2) years 
from the date of filing the decision with the Town Clerk, unless prior 
to the expiration of the two (2) year period, the applicant makes 
substantial efforts to construct or develop in accordance with the 
approved site plan, or upon a written request from the applicant, the 
planning board votes to extend the time period for a period not to 
exceed one ( 1 ) additional year. 

6. If use permit required 

A Site Plan Review and Approval decision shall not constitute a 
special permit where such special permit is required to establish or 
undertake a use . 

7 . Appeals 

Persons aggrieved by a site plan review decision may appeal to the 
Board of Appeals pursuant to Section 2.3.2 and M.G.L. chapter 40A, 
Section 15.
